Tile 
smoke was so thick and owing to the 
darkness of the morning she could not 
see the other tw-o children after they left 
the bedroom: 
The woman and lier chil- 
ren succeeded it* getting through the sit­ 
ting room and Into the kitchen.

then tried to leave the kitchen and pro­ 
ceed down the back stairway. 
The two children who were suffocated 
got no further than the outside of th.- 
kitchen, where their bodies were found 
later on by the firemen, one outside the 
kitchen door and the other a few feet 
away.

By AFftoc-Iated B r ... to Th# Sub 
PH ILA DELPHIA , Oct. 25.—A fierce 
fire is raging on M arket street between 
12th and 13th streets, and it is feared 
heavy loss of life is involved. 
The fire started at 10.30 a. in., in the 
nine-story building occupied by Bunt, 
Wilkinson & Co., furniture and uphol­ 
stering m anufacturers. 
Although the 
structure was fire-proof 
it was filled 
from cellar to roof with highly inflam­ 
mable m aterial and in u few minutes 
flames were bursting from every win­ 
dow and it was impossible for the fire­ 
men to assist those 
in 
the 
burning 
building. 
Hundreds of men and women were 
employed by the firm and a great many 
were killed and injured. 
, 
Up to ll o’clock ll bodies have been 
removed to the morgue and it is cer­ 
tain that otheis were killed. 


The flumes spread 
so 
quickly that 
nearly everybody 
who could g"t out 
was compelled to Jump from 
tile 
fire 
escapes in the roar, which fronts on a 
narrow street. 
W hen the firemen reached the scene, 
tills street was literally piled up with 
the bodies of people who had Jumped. 
Some were dead, others were 
dying. 
Lying on the fire 
escape at the fifth 
story, in full 
view of

spectators, was a body roasted to a 
cinder and other objects on the lire es­ 
capes higher up were believed to be 
bodies.

But a brief part of Admiral Schley's 
opening testimony yesterday afternoon 
vvaH published in yesterday’s editions. 
His account 
of the campaign which 
ended with the battle of Santiago is 
I ported below: 
He said that the captains 
of 
his 
squadron had diversified views, and he 
resolved to take tile helm himself. The 
question of torpedoes in tin* lie t was 
early discussed, and 
he 
decided the 
m anner in which they should be cured 
for. 
Continuing, he nu id: 
"I put. 
Ute 
squadron 
immediately 
upon a w ar footing establishing the 
m atter of pickets and patrols and also 
the masking of lights, which were u n ­ 
der inspection on several occasions to 
ascertain how effectively and complete 
It was. 
At first there was some fault 
found; 
later, I am glad to say, the 
m asking was absolutely complete, 
so 
that It was impossible, when the ships 
were under way, in the column, or line 
of battle, to distinguish 
any one 
at 
more than ordinary distance from it.” 
He had, he said, explained that It 
would be impossible to arrange a g en ­ 
era] 
plan of battle, 
but he had ex ­ 
plained to hiH com m anders that In a 
general way It was his idea “to attack 
the head and lending ship of tin- e n ­ 
emy attacking us, and concentrate the 
fire upon her. 
My reasons for 
this,” 
lie continued, “were twofold, the first 
being tile moral effect upon the enemy 
and the second the confusion it would 
create. 
The older plans for naval a t ­ 
tack were to attack tin* centre or rear 
of an enemy's fleet, which would re ­ 
sult in tile escape of some of the e n ­ 
emy's vessels. 
I felt that if we got 
the head we would gel the whole. 
I 
think this plan was vindicated by the 
result of Hie battle some six weeks or 
two months later,” he said, concluding 
tilts point. 
He then related the details of the 
cruise to Key West, and his m eeting 
there with Admiral .Sampson. 
"Th** admiral was very much worn,” 
he said, “and necessarily so, because 
his responsibilities had been great. He 
showed me a num ber of orders, one of 
which was for it division of the two 
squadrons, one to take the north and 
tile other the south coast of I'uba, and 
he to have tin* preference, J asked him 
which he preferred, and he expressed a 
preference for tin* H avana com mand.

Cuban insurgents, lb* said that when th* 
cantil in came aboard he asked, “Have 
you seen any signals?” 
“ I aalii, 'What do you mean?' He then 
asked lf I had seen Una e lights at night 
and three hoists in the daytime. 
” 1 saki I had seen the lights and he 
said: 'They arc trying to comtnunleub 
with you.’ I expressed surprise and asked 
who had made th** arrau*.'tnentsc.

out of its surplus and undivided profits. 
"The examiner states th at no promises 
of immunity from punishment as a con­ 
sideration for the return of the cash and 
securities were made by the directors and 
tile facts have all been placed before 
the United States attorney.” 
Mr. Ew er has been directed to report 
to the controller at his earliest conven­ 
ience the method by which the money 
was stolen from the bank, the time in 
which tile stealing has bsen going on and 
the reason, if he can ascertain it. why 
the wrong-doing was not found out.

He had, he said, explained that it

the head and leading ship of the e n ­ 
emy attacking us. and concentrate the 
fire upon lier.

ships coming out, our fleet closed in at

Dense s m o k e soon 
obscured the vessels, making it difficult 
to distinguish them. 
“The Oregon ran between the Iowa 
and Texas and the next ships to 
the 
w estw ard in our line and soon af tar 
we righted four Spanish ships ahead, 
apparently uninjured at the time. They 
had gained so much ground that 
I 
believed they bad been successful 
in 
attem pting to escape but it was soon 
evident we were gaining at least on 
one of them, which afterw ards proved 
to be the Maria Teresa, 
the flu,".ship, 
and I thought we should b ag her to 
Close action but might 
b 
exposed to 
the concentrated fire of all the ships. 
Just 
then the smoke 
lifted or broke 
aw ay to the left ami I discovered the 
Brooklyn. 
She was well forward of 
our port beam and broadside to the 
enem y’s fleet, 
Hor course was per­ 
haps a little divergent from 
ours be­ 
cause the Oregon was attem pting to 
draw upon the Teresa. 
But the Brook­ 
lyn and Oregon m aintained this relative 
position, bow 
and quarter, approxi­

nearly as I could judge, engaging any 
and all the Spanish ships, the Oregon

Meet was dr iv en 
ashore, burning or sinking.’’

“('nit you recall what they were?” 
“Of my own knowledge 'and 
remem­ 
brance the signals that Impressed them­ 
selves upon im- at tho time were: 'Follow 
th* ting, I had this repeated to the v e s ­ 
sels following, thinking that they might 
not nee the Brooklyn and might see u s.” 
I also remember a signal: ‘The enemy's 
ship appear* to have b a n built in italy.* 
To which I told th** signal officer to an­ 
swer: ‘Sh** w ll Mid on the coast of Cuba.’ 
‘Uhii jeu tell me with how many shins 
the Brooklyn was 
engaged when the 
smoke lifted and you saw her 
on her 
west ward course?” 
‘•Hh“ must have been engaged with all 
four.” 
”l)td you see the turn of the Brooklyn?” 
“ Mo, dr. 
I never saw the Brooklyn 
until I came out of th* smoke.” 
"How elhi the Brooklyn’s fire appear to 
yeu at the tim* ?” 
“ I remember nothing about that. I re­ 
member seeing her. 
It made a (jeep im­ 
pression upon in- to Mild her there and 
I felt that vsc should mutuull> support 
sud sustain each other,’’ 
“Did you see tho commodore on th** day 
of the battle of July 3?” 
*'Y*s, sir.” 
“ Will you kindly state where and when 
you saw him?" 
'’After the New York came up after

Moffatt and 
Inspector Allen In the case of Smith and 
Swift and reported an indictment this 
morning. 
As The Sun stated yesterday Miss Net­

DIRECTORS PAID COUNSEL. 
A Washington despatch states that It 
has been learned that the counsel for the 
REPORT OF EXAMINER EWER. 
The report made by Mr. Ewer la on one 
of the regular blanks of the controller’s 
office and relates princlpaily to the con­ 
dition of the bank, which Is excellent. 
In his comment, Mr. Ewer makes cer­ 
tain statement, which the controller has 
not made public. 
The synopsis prepar­ 
ed by the controller and given out this af­ 
ternoon reads as follows: 
"The controller of the currency received 
today from Examiner Ewer a full report 
of the robbery ot the Merchants’ national 
bank of Lowell, Mass, by the late Teller 
Smith.and Bookkeeper Swirt but declined 
to make the 
report public upon the 
ground that reports of national examin­ 
e e are confidential communications 
to 
the controller’s office and It is not the 
practice to give them publicity. 
The eoiKroller stated, 
however, that 
the reports shows that the teller and 
bookkeeper entered the bank during the 
night and abstracted* $1*5,810 cash, $S08,230 
in securities and $400,OOO of collaterals. 
“All of these securities and $92,1)00 of 
the cash were returned through the coun­ 
sel for Smith and Swift, and tho only loss 
the bank appears to have sustained wa* 
about $115,0* ta which has been made good 
out of its surplus and undivided profits. 
"The examiner .states that no promises 
of Immunity from punishment as a con­ 
sideration for the return of the cash and 
securities were made by the directors and 
the facta have ail been placed before 
the United States attorney.” 
Mr. Ewer has keen directed to report 
to the controller at his earliest conven­ 
ience the method by which the money 
wits stolen from the bank, the time in 
which the stealing has been going on and 
the reason, if he can ascertain it. why 
the wrong-doing was not found out. 
The investigation may show negligence 
on the part of the bask examiners or It 
may be that Smith and Swift were so 
successful in covering up th. lr criminal­ 
ity that no blame can be properly attach­ 
ed to m y otic for not having made the 
discovery before. 
The fact that District Attorney Moulton 
hat; applied to die department of Justice 
for secret service men to ferret out the 
hiding p la c e of the two missing mea and 
that three agents have been placed at ills 
disposal, shows that tile government has 
no thought of condoning the crime, and, 
on the contrary, is anxious to put its 
huuds oil the inca, if possible. 
lf brought to trial they may expect no 
mercy from the government. 


FIGURES ARE MYSTERIOUS.

stolen from the bank had been lost in 
the stock market. 
"Voluntarily, while still 
in 
hiding 
and out of the clutches of 
the 
law, 
they returned all the cash they had 
stolen. 
W hy did they do It?

save something for themselves out of 
the loot? 
"If conscience troubled 
them It Is 
curious, to say the least, that

"Well, whatever the reason, they* re­ 
turned all the money in their posses­ 
sion which leaves them fugitives from 
Justice, disgraced.

their capture. 
“They had the advice of very able 
lawyers. 
The lawyers m ust have told 
them that no promise made by an offi­ 
cer of the bank was of the slightest 
value: that It warts the 
government 
alone that could make a promise that 
would hold. 
"Both men had shown considerable 
astuteness In covering up their crime, 
both 
men had shown 
th at they had 
nerve and the ability to coolly plan. 
’W hy, when they had nearly $100,000 
In their possession, when they 
had 
-nothing more 
to lose by keeping It 
and a great deal of misery to endure 
by returning It, should 
they have 
done what, in the circumstances, most 
people would regard as a very foolish 
thing and one foreign to their natures, 
as shown by their previous actions.

Fire!’ I Immediately jumped out and put­ 
ting on part of my clothes opened 
my 
door. 
I was almost blinded by the glare 
of the Are wKTch met my eyes and knew 
a big fire was In progress and that some­ 
thing must be done at once. 
“I ran out of the house and made for 
the nearest Are alarm which is box 1S2 
near the corner of Westford and Chelms­ 
ford street. 
After pulling in the alarm 
I ran ba<k to the house again and dbl all 
i could to assist the Inmates of the other 
tenements to escape.’’ 


FA T A L R E SE LTS. 
It wur not long after the fire started 
that Jt begun to work its way up through 
tile rear hallway of the house and in a 
short time six of 
the tenements were 
ablaze. 
The occupants of the Banks tenement 
succeeded in escaping with their lives, 
Mr. Banks, Sr., being the last one to 
leave this tenement. Ile tried to put the 
lire out hut when tie found that beyond 
his power, ne found it necessary to jump 
through one of the rear windows to save 
Ills life. He received bad burns about 
the head. 
Directly over the Banks family, H. Zls- 
kind and family resided. They heard the 
cries of “ Fire!” and got out with all pos­ 
sible haste. 
Mr. J osoph Glass and family occupied 
the top tenement in this part of the block 
and It was here that the two fatalities 
occurred. 
Mr. Glass is absent in New York and 
Mrs. Glass with her four children, aged 4 
weeks, 3, 5 and 7 years respectively were 
asleep In the same room. Bh« was awak­ 
ened by the cries of “Fire!” and putting 
on part of her clothes opened the bed­ 
room dour, only lo be driven back by the 
dense volumes of smoke 
raking the infant child In her arms 
and the three year old child by the band 
she told the other two children to go 
ahead and go down the back way. Toe 
smoke was so thick and owing to the 
darkness of the morning she could not 
see tin* other two children after they left 
the bedroom. 
The woman and her ell ll - 
ren succeeded Iii getting through the sit­ 
ting room and Into the kitchen. 
They 
thin tried to leave the kitchen and pro- 
ed down the hack stairway. 
The two children who were suffocated 


got no furtlxr than the outside of the 
kitchen, where their bodies ware found 
later on by the firemen, one outside the 
kitchen door and tho other a few feet 
away. 
Their bodies were badly burned, 
hut death must have resulted from suf- 
focation.

Th# Schley Inquiry ie nearing the close and after the testimony

Capt. Clerk of the Oregon it is difficult to imagine any foundation for the 
various slanderous stories invented to deprive him of the credit that be­ 
longs to him. 
Captain Clark’s testimony was plain and straight-forward. 
It showed that the Oregon and the Brooklyn were the two battleships that 
ted the pursuit of the Spanish vessels and finally destroyed them. 
Capt. Clark acknowledged that at one time he was afraid tho Oregon 
Would bo made the object of the concentrated fire of all the Spanish ves­ 
sels, but just at that moment the Brooklyn emerged 
from the 
cloud 
of 
amoke and both vessels continued the chase holding their relative positions 
and blazing away at ths enemy until the last of the Spanish ships hauled 
down hor flag. 
It was proven in testimony that Admiral Schley had performed 
every 
duty assigned him in the best possible manner, and that the Brooklyn 
had 
borne the brunt of the battle in Santiago bay, having lost 
the 
only 
man 
killed in the battle. 
When the battle was over Admiral Sampson came up to claim the honor 
of tho victory. 
Admiral Schley had indited a modest despatch to be sent 
to Washington but Sampson dictated one later. The messengers carrying 
those despatches agreed between themselves to send Sampson's first.

Is supposed to ha ve been ca used by an 
explosion of benzine or n a p t h a which 
with

m ate ria ls 
used in 
tin; 
m a n u f a c t u r e of furniture, w as stored 
In the cellar. 
T h e flames shot up the 
eleva tor 
sh af t and in less 
t h a n five 
m inute s every one of the nine floors of 
th e stru c tu r e was ablaze.

There were 320 employes, men and 
women, a t w ork in the 
different 
d e ­ 
p a rtm e n ts a t th e time. 
Those on the 
second floor were the first to see the 
flu tries.
